-ders a decision. In lote years* the, rails have ulti- 
.TnateJy been' given all' or most, "of '-..the/ increases re- 
•quested, as the ICC found them- eminently fair and 
accessary. But for protracted periods -"Of "time • the 
■carriers have been forced to operate with insuffi- 
cient revenues — and the loss to this absolutely essen- 
tial industry has been extremely damaging 
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spending a smaller percentage ' of our disposable in- 
come for meat than we did In 1041. And last year,* 
believe it or not, the percentage of disposable Income 
so spent was the smallest in modern history, save, dur- j 
ing war-time when widespread black markets re- 
sulting from government controls made really accurate 
and reliable price comparisons Impossible.

A Bad Tax 

One thing can be said with virtual safety about 
taxes — once a tax is .adopted, even though It. Is sup- 
posed to be temporary or of an emergency nature,- it is 
extraordinarily difficult to get rid of it. 

The federal gasoline tax Is a fine case in point.' .It 
was first enacted 20 years ago,' purely on a temporary 
basis. And what has happened it that it has been 
periodically increased— instead of reduced iorellmln- 
inated — and has reached the present level of two. cents 
a gallon.

Gasoline taxation Is properly a field for the states only, 
under laws which allocate all the revenues to road 
work and prevent diversion to other purposes'.- Ac- 
cording to The Oil Daily, the federal tax now brings 
in close to $1,000,000,000 a year, while federal- appro- 
priations to the states for highways are only $550,000,- 
000 a year. In other words,' close to half of the tax 
is being siphoned off.

Wife Not a Dependent of Husband 

*A""-woman came to the' Internal 
Revenue Office the other day for 
help In preparation of her income 
tax return. , She said that her hus- 
band is the wage earner of the fam- 
ily, and that lasdsummer she htfd-a 
part time job from which she earned 
$400 and from which tax was with- 
held. Her question was: "could she 
file a separate < return in order to 
claim the refund of the withholding 
on her wages while her husband 
claimed her exemption on his re- 
turn?" The answer to her question 
was "no," since for income tax pur- 



poses a wife is not in the same. cate- 
gory as a dependent. The woman 
.objected and pointed out that her 
husband always considered her as 
a dependent that he supported.
